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U.S. Says 
Russia Waged 
War to Crush 
Hungarians 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (Kyo- 
do-UP)—The United States 
Thursday accused the Soviet 
Union of waging outright war 
against the Hungarian »eon!e in 
crushing last fall’s revolution in 
Hungary. 

U.S. Ambassador Henry Cabot 
Lodge, submitting a report on 
the Hungarian situation “as ob- 
served or reported to represen- 
tatives of the U.S. Government,” 
said “from Oct. 25 to approx- 
imately Nov. 10, the situation 
can most accurately be describ- 
ed as war rather than revolu- 
tion ... the Soviet intervention 
was an outright military attack, 
opposed by the Hungarian peo- 


ple.” 

Lodge made his observations 
in a covering letter accompany- 
ing the U.S. report to the Gen- 
eral Assembly's fact-finding com- 
mittee on the Hungarian revolt. 
The report of the five-man com- 
mittee, which took evidence here 
and in Europe—but not inside 
Hungary—is expected to be 
made public late this month. 


“(The) conclusions that 
emerge from the U.S. Govern- 
ment’s report,” Lodge said. 


“... prove that Soviet commu- 
nism-is not only undemocratic, 
but oppressive and cruel. They 
further prove that the methods 
it used to suppress Hungarian 
independence were monstrous 
in the extreme.”

Lodge said the U.S. drew 
these conclusions from develop- 
* ments in Hungary: 


1. The uprising owas a 
“revolution, by definition” and 
not a “counterrevolution,” as 
alleged by Moscow, 


—Within less than 24 hours, 
the pre-revolutionary regime 
was reduced to a powerless 
position, a fact demonstrated 
by its call to the Soviet Army 
for aid, 


2. “The methods used by So- 
viets forces and their Hun- 
garian collaborators to crush 
the resistance of the Hungarian 
people were those used in war, 
They included direct military 
action, with attendant slaughter 
and physical destruction, mass 
arrests, deportations of Hun- 
garian citizens to the USSR, 
and elaborate efforts to deceive 
the Hungarians and the world 
by fraudulent ‘negotiations’ .. . 
this military action involved 
conflict between the armed 
forces of one nation—in over- 
whelming superiority potential- 
ly during the entire period, and 
actually from Nov. 4 on—and 
people’ _ of another nation, 

oorly armed and organized, 

ut effectively united against 
the enemy.” 


3. The Hungarian ~ people 
were effectively united and only 
a very small percentage—‘pri- 
marily government and party 
personalities and political police 


units’—supported the Soviet 
armed forces. ‘ 

4. “The most convincing 
proof of Hungarian unity... 


was that a powerful, mechaniz- 


ed foreign army was required to. 


crush the resistance of a poor- 
ly-armed and _ poorly-organized 
‘population of a small country 
- - « With the heaviest damage 
from Soviet artillery inflicted 
on workers’ districts, the ‘labor- 
ing class’ can scarcely be said 
to have supported the invad- 
ers.” 

5. The Hungarian people 
“wanted freedom to choose 
their own government and free- 
dom from the presence of for- 
eign troops and foreign agents.” 

6. Russia’s . “outright § mili- 
tary attack” was unnecesSary 
“to ‘preserve order’—in fact, 
during the brief interval when 
Soviet troops evacuated Buda- 
pest at the end of October, or- 
der was being restored with 
surprising rapidity.” 

7. “The Soviet intervention 
was imperialist by definition, 
for a national opposition move- 
ment was crushed by foreign 
armed force and a puppet gov- 
ernment installed which repre- 
sented the interests of the al- 
ien occupying power rather 
than those of the people.”

Nicaragua, . 
Honduras 
Rush Troops 
To Border 


MANAGUA (Kyodo-UP)—Ni- 
caragua and Honoduras shifted 
to wartime footing Friday and 
rushed troops to key points on 
their common border. 


There was no formal declara- 
tion of war by either country. 
But the situation was becoming 
more critical by the moment 
despite pleas by the Organiza- 
tion of American States and the 
U.S. Government for a ceasefire 
pending a peaceful settlement of 
the centuries-old border dispute. 


The OAS was forming a five- 
nation committee to rush to Cen- 
tral America on a fact-finding 
mission. 

Reports from Tegucigalpa, 
Honduras, said the fighting had 
spread from Mocoron in the dis- 
puted territory near the Carib- 
bean coast to Last Manos, a 
western border post about 80 
miles from the Pacific Ocean. 


Informed sources here said 
some 20,000 Nicaraguan troops 
were converging on the border, 
supported by naval and air 
forces. 

(A Tegucigalpa dispatch ‘said 
large Nicaraguan troop concen- 
trations in the vicinity of El 
Espino, a border’ settlement 
about 65 miles from the Pacific 
Coast, indicated fighting might 
brezk out there momentarily. 


(The dispatch said Honduran 
infantry units were being rush- 
ed to the area.) 


Nicaraguan Armed _ Forces 
Chief Gen. Anastasio Somoza 
announced Thursday night that 
his troops recaptured Mocoron 
Thursday, less than 18 hours 
after Honduran forces took it 
from a Nicaraguan patrol. 


He said National Guard units 
supported by planes took the 
settlement back from 250 Hon- 
durans. He did not say how 
many Nicaraguan troops were 
involved.

OSLO (AP)—Norwegian whal- 
ers have reported huge Russian 
naval maneuvers off the coast of 
Murmansk, the Oslo morning 
newspaper Aftenposten said Fri- 
dav.

Hague Hits USSR —

and aggression.” 

The Dutch statement was in

Holland Friday denied the

A prominent US. nuclear 
physicist said yesterday it is 
“mandatory” that President 
Eisenhower set up an “impart- 
ial commission” to study the 
harmful effects of radioactivity 
produced by nuclear tests. 


The demand was made in To- 
kyo by Dr. Ralph E. Lapp, con- 
sultant for the 1946 Bikini 
H-bomb tests, member of the 
Manhattan A-bomb project team 
and former assistant director 
of the Argonne National Labora- 
tory near Chicago. 


Dr. Lapp said such a study is 
* now “mandatory to clear up the 
confusion and bewilderment 
among laymen and_ scientists 
about this problem.”

R&R Center 
Inaugurated © 
For A-Victims 


HIROSHIMA (Kyodo)—Inau- 
guration ceremonies of the Re- 
creation Center for atomic bomb 
victims in Hiroshima was held 
in the new building Thursday. 

The ceremonies were attended 
by 40 prominent guests, includ- 
ing Ira Morris, noted American 
novelist and short story writer, 
who is credited with having pre- 
sented the building to the vic- 
tims of the atomic bomb. 


Also attending were Governor 
Hiroo Ohara of Hiroshima Pre- 
fecture and Tatsuo Morito, pre- 
sident of Hiroshima University. 


Morris told the gathering that 
he would cooperate in the cam- 
paign to ban atomic weapons 
and hoped countries in the 
world would eventually agree to 
prohibit the use of atomic 
energy for military purposes. 


The Recreation Center was 
established to provide lodging 
and care for atomic disease pa- 
tients coming from outlying dis- 
tricts for treatment and will 
also be open to all the atomic 
bomb victims in Hiroshima. 


Another Succumbs 

HIROSHIMA — (Kyodo)—Shi- 
zuto Iki, 51, of Hiroshima died 
of acute myeloid leukemia at the 
Hiroshima Atomic Disease Hos- 
pital yesterday morning, bring- 
ing this year’s atomic disease 
toll to eight. 


Iki, who was chief of the sec- 
retariat of the Hiroshima Prose- 
cutor’s Office, had been in hos- 
pital since April 13. 

Iki*’was buried under debris 
when his house, located about 
$00 yards from the center of 
the blast, was crushed by the 
bombing over 10 years ago. 

He later suffered from b!ced- 
ing, vomiting and loss of hair 
but had recovered until the dis- 
ease recurred last fall. 


\Lepp said a study of radioacti- 
vity released last year by the 
National Academy of Science 
was “not impartial” because the 
report was edited by a former 
AEC scientist, Dr. Shields War- 
ren. Dr. Lapp added: - 


“The study report was act- 
ually an attempt to back up the 
AEC’s contention that continua- 
tion of testing of nuclear wea- 
pons is not dangerous to man- 
kind.” 


Dr. Lapp, of Washington, 
D.C., arrived in Tokyo this 
week to gather material for a 
book entitled, “The Voyage of 
the Lucky Dragon.” It will deal 
with the ill-fated Japanese fish- 
ing boat which was showered 
with radioactive fallout from 
the Bikini test in March, 1954. 


Dr. Lapp said the proposed 
study commission should es- 
tablish a safety limit on the rate 
of H-bomb testing in regard to 
production of the element 
strontium 90. 


“As a result of the U.S. Bikini 
test,” Dr. Lapp szid, “enough 
stronti:m was produced so that 
eve “body in the world today 
has a small amount of this ele- 
ment in his bones.” 


Dr. Lapp said_ strontium’s 
danger lies not in genetical ef- 
fects, but in the “physiological” 
fact that the bones absorb cal- 
cium-like strontium, thereby 
taking in tiny amounts of radio- 
active substances. 


“This,” he added, “can have 
an effect on the bones and 
blood. But exactly how much 
we don’t know. If the nations 
of the world keep testing ato- 
mic weapons and sending more 
strontium 90 into the atmos- 
phere the doubt about harmful 
effects of strontium 90 will be 
removed.” 

Dr. Lapp, co-author of “Radia- 
tion,” to be _ published this 
month, said he had long at- 
tacked what he called the “veil 
of secrecy which the AEC puts 
around its activities.” 


The 39-year-old scientist said 
the National Academy study 
was made by a group “largely 
peopled wth AEC people.” He 
added: 

“A new study should be made 
with an impartial group of sci- 
entists, including advisers from 
nations like Britain, Japan, 
Sweden and Canada.” 

Referring to the forthcoming 
British Christmas Island H-bomb 
tests, Dr. Lapp declared that 
such tests should be banned 
“but only on a multilateral 
basis.” 

“Testing of H-weapons,” he 
said, “can only lead to an arma- 
ments race in which even smail- 
er nations will be detonating 
nuclear weapons. 

“And even more important 
danger from this than con- 
taminating the air with stron- 
tium 90 is the danger to the 
world’s security. With so many 


bombs being tested, peace will 
be endangered.”

Skin Troubles 

Eczema, either dry or moist, 
may result from improper food, 
lack of grooming, allergies or 
generalized infections. Dry 
eczema starts with scaly, dry 
dandruff which defies all groom- 
ing and may progress to com- 
plete loss of hair. Moist eczema, 
ordinarily starts suddenly as the 
result of an allergy to any one 
or a combination of different 
substances, 

This type is accompanied by 
intense irritation and itching. 
The onset may be so sudden 
that before you realize it, the 
dog may have bitten or scratch- 
ed large, raw areas which eas}ly 
become infected, 

The success of eczema treat- 
ment depends upon first remov- 
ing the cause, if known, and 
then the prevention of further 
biting or scratching. This is ac- 
complished by restraining the 
dog with a special type collar, 
hobbles or other means, depend- 


ing upon the necessity of the 
individual case, 


Both dry and moist eczema 
call for a general review of the 
physical condition of the dog 
with concentrated effort to con- 
trol the locally affected areas 
with astringents, antiseptic 
ointments or other medication. 
It is always necessary to clip or 
cut the hair away from around 
the sore spots of moist eczema, 
although the dry type will 
sometimes respond to home 
treatment of good grooming and 
improved diet. The dog’s skin 
heals rapidly and often mild in- 
fections will heal by merely 
clipping the hair away from the 
infected surface and cleaning 
with soap and water. 


There are two types of 
mange, caused by microscopic 
parasites. Follicular or demo- 
dectic mange is a very stubborn 
type, doing its work deep in the 
tissues around the hair roots 
causing extreme itching and in 
many cases, damaging the skin 
so that hair will not grow in 
these spots. 


Sarcoptic mange or scabies is 
caused by a crab-shaped insect 
which operates just under the 
surface of the skin. This type 
also causes loss of hair and 
general irritation. Both of 
these parasites are communi- 
cable. 


Both types of mange are ex- 
tremely stubborn. Therefore, 
diagnosis and treatment can be 
carried out only by your veteri- 
narian. 


Skin infections may be caus- 
ed by any of the same things 
which cause similar conditions 
in the human. They may re- 
sult from open wounds becom- 
ing infected and bacteria getting 
into the blood stream. 


Sometimes the use of an anti- 
septic solution or an ointment 
will clear up the infection. 
Any specialized treatment in- 
volving the use of drugs or 
other medicines should be at- 
tempted only under profession- 
al care.

Coal output in Japan during

The plan calls for production 
of 52 million tons by major col- 
lieries alone in the period. The 
rate of production per miner 
per month for the period as fix- 
ed by the program is 22.4 tons 
as against the rate of 14.7 tons 
in the 1956-57 period.

000 tons in the 1960-61 period, 
66 million tons in the 1965-66 
period, 69 million tons in the 
1970-71 period, and 72 million 
tons in the 1975-76 period.

HONGKONG—More American 
importers have been coming to 
Hongkong in the past several 
months seeking to. buy shirts, 
blouses and other apparel items 
to fill out their requirements 
which cannot be filled in Japan 
due to the export quotas. 

But so far the actual quanti- 
ties ordered have been fairly 
small; and the available capacity 
which can be devoted to the 
American business indicates 
that the total for 1957—while 
larger than 1956—will still be 
only a small fraction of the ship- 
ments from Japan. 

‘Big Talking’ 

Manufacturers and exporters 
unanimously discount — using 
the word “impossible” freely— 
recent reports of two American 
orders totaling 450,000 dozen 
shirts and or blouses for delive- 
ry over a six-month period. In- 
terested parties here say they 
have tracked the report down 
to its source—one big-talking 
American importer who has 
done a substantial business in 
Japan, dealing with one modest- 
sized manufacturer here. 

To put the Hongkong busi- 
ness, both actual and potential 
(for the immediate future) into 
proper perspective, a few fig- 
ures are in order. In 1956 the 
Colony exported 1.7 million 
dozen shirts to all countries. 
Almost a third went to the 
United Kingdom, about 40 per 
cent to four other leading cus- 
tomers, mainly in the British 
Commonwealth. A total of 38,- 
000 dozen were shipped to the 
United States. 

In order to supply 450,000 
dozen garments to the United 
States in six months, Hongkong 
would have to devote more 
than half its total manufactur- 
ing capacity to this one market, 
sacrificing established custom- 
ers in 20 other countries which 
are more important to the local 
industry than is the U.S. This, 
say businessmen here, is the 
basis for their categorical deni- 
al of the possibility of the re- 
port. , 

_ Shirts and Blouses 

The report while related to 
shirts, actually stemmed from 
negotiations to manufacture 
blouses, it is said. There is 
some confusion here between 
men’s shirts (especially the 
American use of the term 
“dress shirts”) and women’s 
blouses which are made in man- 
nish styles. However, the | 
statistical office of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce and Indus- 
try states clearly that the figure 
of 38,000 dozen for 1956 im 
cludes men’s and boys’ shirts 
only, and that women’s blous 
are included in a basket catego- 
ry of other apparel. 

The best-informed observers 
in the trade here estimate that 
exports of women’s blouses to 
the United States last year, and 
the probable exports this year, 
exceed the figure for shirts by 
a considerable margin. 

The largest sewing factories 
in Hongkong refuse to hzve 
anything to do with the Ameri- 
can market. They feel that the 
business is temporary and spe- 
culative. They don’t want to 
go in heavily for the business 
and then find themselves cut 
off, as the Japanese were, they 
say. 

At the present stage of devel- 
opment, they must use Japa- 
nese cloth to make garments 
for the U.S. Why, they ask, 
should they take machines off 
their established export lines to 
other countries; or even put 
new machines into production 
for, the U.S. on a gamble? Ina 
left-handed attempt to enforce 
their own quotas, the Japanese 
could seriously reduce or cut 
off the fabric supply; or if the

Britain’s Reserves 
Improve in April 


LONDON (AP) — Britain’s 
gold and dollar reserves rose 
by $111 million during April, 
reaching $2,320 million, the 
Treasury ennounced Thursday. 

The increase, however, in- 
cludes $104 million which were 
set aside after the Anglo-French 
Suez invasion late last year to 
meet interest on outstanding 
loans to Britain by the United 
States and Canada. The interest 
payments were deferred and the 
money brought back into the 
reserve. 

During April $2 million in 
defense aid money was receiv- 
ed from the United States. Six 
million dollars was paid in gold 
and dollars to the European 
Payments Union for March and 
$3 million was paid to creditors 
of the Union.

Japan Gains 
Most Dollar, 
Gold Assets 


WASHINGTON (Kyodo-UP)— 
A Government report issued 
here Friday said Japan made 
the greatest gain of any nation 
in. accumulations of gold and 
dollar assets in the period be- 
tween the end of 1949 and the 
end of 1956. 


The report showed Japanese 
assets of this kind rose from 
$393,000,000 to $1,171,000,000 in 
that time, or an increase of 198 
per cent. 


Western Europe as a whole 
increased its assets of the same 
kind in the same period from 
$6,280,000,000 to $14,446,000,000 
or a rise of 130 per cent for sec- 
ond place. No other area was 
listed as surpassing 100 per cent 
in such increases. 


Japan was listed among the 
first 10 nations in total and dol- 
lar assets at the end of 1956, 
with holdings valued at $1,171,- 
000,000 which was an increase 
of $138,000,000 in the year. 


The report was issued by the 
U.S. Agriculture Department as 
part of its study of economic 
conditions of other nations. It 
is engaged in a program of sales 
of surplus agricultural products 
abroad. 


The first 10 nations in gold 
and dollar assets were listed in 
this order: Germany, United 
Kingdom, Canada, Switzerland, 
Italy, Belgium, Luxemburg, Ja 
pan, the Netherlands and Vene- 
zuela. 


Ship Subsidies 
Being Studied 


NEW YORK (AP)—The 
chairman of the Japanese Ship- 
owners’ Association, Katsumi 


Yamagata, is studying ship sub- 
sidies in the U.S. and elsewhere, 
the Journal of Commerce report- 
ed Thursday. 


But the business publication 
said he held little hope that 
Japan would adopt a subsidy 
policy for Japanese shipowners. 

“Japanese shipowners would 
like to see their Government 
adopt a subsidy policy for ship 
operation and rebuilding simi- 
lar to that of the United States, 
| but ‘he country’s economy can’t 
stand the strain,” the publica- 
tion quoted Yamagata as saying. 


“As long as the shipping 
boom continues at its present 
level,” he said, “we see very 
little hope for such a program. 
The best we can try to obtain 
is freedom from taxation on 
loans we obtain privately for 
our new construction.” 


Yamagata, who is also pres- 
ident of the Shin Nihon Steam- 
ship Company Limited, one of 
Japan’s big 10 shipping con- 
cerns, recently attended the 
international steamship cogfer- 
ence in London as head of his 
os delegation. 


Since leaving Japan early in 
April, he has talked with ship- 
owners in England, Germany, 
Holland and the United States, 
seeking to learn everything he 
can about subsidies, how they 
operate and how they benefit 
the shipping firms. 


During his visit to the US., 
Yamagata is meeting with offi- 
cials of Texas Transport & Ter- 
minal Company, Shin Nihon’s 
agents. He will also go to 
Washington to continue his in- 
vestigation of the subsidy prog- 
ram. Later he plans to attend 
a meeting of. shipowners in 
Stockholm; 


The Japanese shipping official 
said his country had returned its 
merchant marine to 70 per cent 
of the prewar level but was not 
interested in reaching prewar 
levels again. 


“We are primarily interested 
in building enough ships to 
‘meet our country’s economy,” 
he said. “We have reached the 
point now where we would like 
to build some passenger ships, 
but there isn’t sufficient money 
available to carry out such a 
project.” 

On the ,question of Japan’s 
plans for building nuclear- 
powered vessels, Yamagata said 
his country is studying such 
ships but has made no plans to 
build any at the present time.

NEW YORK STOCKS 

NEW YORK (AP)—The stock 
market surged close to its 1957 high 
Thursday in the third heaviest 
trading session of the year. 

Profit-taking in the last half-hour 
cut some of the best gains but 
the market was still well ahead 
of average. 

Oils once again provided strong 
leadership. They were helped by 
a string of improved earnings re- 
ports and quieter political condi- 
tions in the Middle East. 


Seven of the 15 most active 
stocks were oils. 


Steels did pretty well, too, but 
they lacked the wide, dramatic 
moves of the oil division. 


Technically, the market was 
testing the “supply area” repre- 
sented by the high prices of early 
January, Wall Street sources said. 
It has been fluctuating just below 
this level for a week. Thursday the 
market went to a new recovery 
high in its long comeback from the 
February lows. There is ample 
stock available for sale at the high 
January prices, brokers said. 


The Associated Press average of 
60 stocks rose 90 cents to $181.80, 
just 20 cents below the year’s high 
of 182 reached Jan. 4. 


Based on the average, the quoted 
value of all stocks listed on the 
New York stock exchange rose an 
estimated $1,097,000,000. Volume 
totaled 2,860,000 shares compared 
with 2,310,000 Wednesday. 


For the eighth straight. session, 
Bethlehem Steei headed the list 
of most active stocks. It was up 
%4 at 4714 on 78,800 shares. Second 
came Royal Dutch, up 1 at 49 on 
38,000 shares. Third was general 
Motors, up 5% at 434%. 


Next came American Radiator, 
off 34 at 1514, and Allis-Chalmers, 
up % at 34}. 

American Radiator was. é still 
under selling pressure following its 
cut dividend and a drop in sales 
and earnings. It was the only one 
of the 15 most active stocks 
which did not rise. 


Other oils among the favorites in- 
cluded Standard Oil (New Jersey), 
Ohio Oil, Shell Transport & Trad- 
ing, Atlantic Refining, Phillips 
Petroleum and Ashland Oil. 


Standard Oil was up more than 
a point before its usual 55 cents 
dividend was declared was declar- 
ed. Then it reacted but came back. 
Ohio Oil, up 1%, Tide Water Oil 
up % and Standard Oil of Indiana 
up 1, rose on higher earnings.

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The Jarring Report 


The report on Kashmir by Mr. Gunnar Jarring is now 
under study by the members of the Security Council but 


it seems probable that a few 


weeks may elapse before the 


Council as a body will discuss the issues involved. Mr.. 
Jarring admits that he has failed to find a key to a settle- 
ment of the problem but he expresses the opinion that 
both the Governments of India and Pakistan are desirous 
of finding a peaceful solution. 

But this desire does not amount to much unless some 
practical solution to the dispute can be found and in view 
of the attitude taken up both in New Delhi and Karachi 
this seems unlikely. Neither side is prepared to stand 


down and leave Kashmir to 


the other. The situation re- 


mains precarious with large forces of well-armed Indian 
and Pakistani troops facing each other across the armistice 
dividing line and there is a constant fear of an explosion 
whose eventual consequences cannot be foreseen. 

There seems to be a considerable argument for the 
holding of the plebiscite which was originaliy intended 


but Mr. Jarring speaks in 


his report of the changing 


political, economic and strategic factors surrounding the 
whole of the Kashmir question that must be taken into 


account. 


He also reveals that Indian Prime Minister Nehru 


objects to a plebiscite because Pakistan failed to implement 
sections of the 1948 ceasefire agreement dealing with the 
limitation of armed forces and the creation of an atmos- 
phere favorable to the promotion of further negotiations. 

Mr. Jarring says he proposed the arbitration of this 
latter point but India vetoed this because although she 
was not against the principle of arbitration as a method of 
conciliation she felt that the issues in dispute were not 


suitable for arbitration. 


We cannot, of course, foresee what view the Security 
Council as a body will take of these findings, but, it seems 
to us, with the friendliest of feelings for both India and 
Pakistan in mind, that some sort of interim arrangement 


might be made which would 


leave Kashmir as a virtually 


independent State for the time being and until such later 
time as the unfettered views of the population as a whole 


could be made known. 


After all, the present view of 


political justice is that the people of each country, so far 
as circumstances should allow, should have the right to 


decide their own fate. 
It is perhaps unfortunate 


that the decision as to wheth- 


er it should be India or Pakistan to which a State should 
accede should have been left to the ruler of the State. This 
was particularly undesirable where, as in the case of Kash- 
mir, the ruler was a Hindu and the majority of the people 
Moslems, for the religious factor is undoubtedly a potent 


factor here. 


But the decision having been taken in that 


manner, the only course now would seem to be to place 
any revision of that “decision, that may be necessary cr 


desirable, on the basis of the people’s free vote. 


But so 


many stresses and strains have developed that it is dif- 
ficult to secure their free vote immediately. 


The Metric System 


Every Japanese schoolboy is taught what a meter is. 


But before his education is 


complete he must also have 


an idea of what a foot is, in addition of. course to the 


native shaku. 


And that is but a part of it. For there are occasions 
when gallons, miles and tons (in three styles) and a raft 
of other units of weights and measures must be either 
recognized or calculated into something that is understood. 

The government would like to reduce this confusion— 
as would we all. So it has selected the metric system and 
decided to make its units the standard for the whole nation. 

As a matter of fact, the metric system has been in- 


corporated into Japanese law ever since 1891. 


The present 


government campaign to enforce it dates to the most re- 


cent law, which was promulgated in 1951. 


According to 


this statute, the long period of grace will end January 1, 
1959, when everyone will be expected to use the metric 


system in all computations. 


That is obviously going to be difficult to enforee. In 
certain areas, such as licensed manufactures, the govern- 
ment will have a sanction power te make the rule stick. 
But we can anticipate considerable trouble if, for instance, 
writers are told that they must use nothing but the metric 


symbols. 


Despite the already fairly widespread use of the metric 
system in Japan, its full application will surely meet strong 
resistance, for a nation cannot easily be made to change 


its cultural habits overnight. 


The law wisely allows for an 


exception in land and building measurements by extend- 
ing the deadline in that case indefinitely. But here is a 
very good example of the need for better standardization: 
the term tsubo is for something smaller in Tokyo than it 


is in Kyoto. 


While we are undertaking this comprehensive reeduca- 
tion to the metric system, the fact remains that we must 
do business with some peoples who use other systems. It 
is to be expected that Japan should lend her efforts to- 
ward encouraging others to adopt the one set of standards 
that could become universal throughout the world. 


Yardstick for Japan 


Government Readying Itself for Exclusive Use of Metric System by 1959 


Jan. 1, 1959, will mean the 

beginning of a new era for Ja- 

in one significant aspect of 
her national tife. 

As of that date, the metric 
system will becorre the exclu- 
sive standard for measures a.id 
weights. 

Ever since it was initially in- 
troduced here nearly 70 years 
ago, it has gained considerable 
ground as evidenced in daily ac- 
tivities. Yet, making it the 
only official system for meas- 
ures and weights is by no 
means a casual affair. 


In preparation for the ap-. 


proaching deadline set by law, 
the Government began on April 
1 this year practising what it 
preaches, while studying the 
problems to be overcome in the 
enforcement of the metric sys- 
tem. 

Recent history of Japan shows 
the great difficulty and cu!tural 
inertia which attended the ef- 
forts to adopt the universal sys- 
tem of measurement, 

Japan was first exposed to the 
metric system in 1891 when the 
Government subscribed to the 
International Conventior. on the 
Metric System of 1875 by revis- 


ing the then existing ineasures 


and weights law. making the 
metric systera legal. 

Thus, after 1891, both the tra- 
ditional and the metric systems 
were used, 

Triple System 


The dual system, rowevcr, 
soon became triple as a con- 
sequence of Japan ‘being 
brought into contact witn the 
rest of the world. In 1909, the 
law was amended again to legal- 
ize another foreign system—the 
English yard-pound system, 

Confusing as it must have 
been, the people switched from 
one system to another in their 
daily life, dependirg on what 
was involved. They bought 
materials for making western 
c.othes by the yard, the word 
which has since become an in- 
tegral part of the Japanese 
vocabulary as “yaaru.” At the 
same time, materials fer making 
kimono were measured, as it is 
today, by the “tan” and 
“shaku.” 

In sporting events, particular- 
ly on the track and field, the 
metric system enjoyed mono- 
poly. The Japanese ran 100 
meters, 400 meters, and so forth, 
and their jumps were measured 
by the meter and centimeter, 
while their own weights and 
heights were expressed in terms 
of the “kan” and “shaku” re- 
spectively. 

But the confusion was appar- 
ently not serious enough to 
warrant a definite action on the 
part of the Government until 
World War I. 

Shells Didn't Fit 


When Japan made a token 
participation in the hostilities 
against Germany on the Shan- 
tung Peninsula, China, the army 
found, to its consternation, that 
some shells did not quite iit 
their cannons, The battleground 
fiasco caused the authorities to 
create in 1919 a commission on 
industrial standardization of 
weights and measures systems. 

The commission recommended 
that the metric system, which 
both the army and navy had 
been using for sometime, should 
be the primary system, while 
the other two might be used as 
collateral systems. 

On the basis of this recom- 
mendation, the measures and 
weight law was revised in 1921 
for the second time. It then 
stipulated that the metric sys- 
tem was to become the official 
one beginning in 1924. 

But when the year 1924 came, 
it was obvious that the nation 
was not ready for the radical 
change. An imperial ordinance, 
a simpler procedure than enact- 
ing a law, was issued to post- 
pone the deadline until June 
1934. 

In 1924, however, the Govern- 
ment began teaching the metric 
System in the primary schools, 
thus laying the basis for even-

Postponed Again 

By the time the 1934 deadline 
Was around the corner, however, 
a need for one more postpone- 
ment had become apparent. 
Largely because of the unstable 
economic conditions prevailing 
then as well as the ever-present 
cultural resistance to changes, 
ic was decided tc move down 
the deadline once again. An im- 
perial ordinance, issued in 1933, 
said that the enforcement of the 
metric system was to begin in 
1938. 

The second postponement 
might have been adequate if it 
had not been for another factor 
which had nothing to do with 
economics. 

During the 1930’s, Japan wit- 
nessed a marked rise in ultrana- 
tionalism. And self-styled pat- 
riots vociferously campaigned 
against the metric system, 
which was “foreign and, there- 
fore, to be rejected.” 

One of their favorite, though 
completely irrational, arguments 
went like this: “Children are be- 
ing taught the metric system at 
school, but their parents don't 
understand it. This is an in- 
fringement on filial piety, one of 
the two fundamental virtues ex- 
pected of the Japanese.” (The 


‘other is loyalty to the Emperor.) 


Recommendation Made 

These Philistines also did not 
forget to cite the possibilities 
of the meanings of some of 
Japanese words and expressions 
being lost in the event the tra- 
ditional standards were to be 
wiped out by the foreign sys- 
tem. : 

For instance, the word “sha- 
kuhachi” (bamboo flute) literal- 
ly means “one ‘shaku’ and eight 
‘sun’ in length.” “When the 
metric system is_ enforced,” 
these opponents of the system 
asked, “do we have to refer to 
the musical instrument as ‘54 
centimeters?’ ” 

Likewise, they pointed out, 
even the sandy beach of Kuju- 
kuri-hama (Chiba Prefecture) 


which literally means “99-ri 
beach” will have to be renamed 
as the “388.85-kilometer beach.” 

In the face of this kind of op- 
position and the social milieu 
in general of the late 1930's, the 
Government formed once again 
an advisory commission to 
study the issue carefully. And 
the commission came out with 
the recommendation that both 
the old “shakkan-ho” and the 
metric system should be held 
legal. 

Subsequently, in the follow- 
ing year when tue metric sys- 
tem was scheduled to become 
the official, exclusive system, an- 
other imperial ordinance pro- 
claigfied that the enforcement of 
the gystem should be delayed 
until the end of 1958. “With 
regard to land and buildings,” 
it said, the “shakkan-ho” should 
be used “for the time being,” 
which, in legal jargon, meant 
“indefinitely.” 

Some Exceptions 

It was this situation as of 
1939 that the new law on meas- 
ures and weights enacted in 
1951 i-corporates. 

Even though the metric sys- 
tem is to become the exclusive 
standard for measures and 
weights in Japan, as in many 
other countries, after 1958, 
there are still to be some ex- 
ceptions. Just as the 1939 im- 
perial ordinance stated, the 
deadline for the enforcement of 
the system with regard to land 
and buildings is “to be set efter 
1959.” 

This is because the process 
of converting all the “tsubo” 
figures in the real estate regis- 
ters throughout the country to 
their metric equivalents would 
entail an enormous amount of 
expenditure and energy. 

Another field of exception is 


foreign trade. Since many 
countries, like the English- 
speaking ones, still use the 


pound and yard, the lew allows 
for the use by traders of the 
English system in dealing with 
such countries. 

As for the Government, the 
enormous undertaking of revis- 
ing all the laws and regulations 
with regard to measures and 
weights has been nearly com- 
pleted, according to officials in 
charge.

‘Harnessing Hydrogen Power 


a .

WASHINGTON  (Kyodo-Reu- 
ter)—Scientists now _ seeking 
ways of harnessing hydrogen 
power hope eventually to cde- 
liver the human race from the 
specter of a world exhausted of 
fuel and power, 

Working on a program known 
as “Project Sherwood,” their 
experiments, if successful, will 
mean that man will never have 
to fear the exhaustion of oil 
supplies or coal deposits, or 
even an eventual depletion. of 
uranium fuel for atomic power. 

For deuterium, the fuel need- 
ed for hydrogen power is easily 
and cheaply extracted from the 
ocean, and is available in what 
Admiral Lewis Strauss, chair- 
man of the United States Atom- 
ic Energy Commission, des- 
cribed recently as “limitless” 
quantities. 

The next step in experiments 
to tap this new source of 
energy, is the construction of a 
device which will generate the 
temperaturés of millions of 
degrees Fahrenheit, found on 
the surface of the sun. In this 
way, they hope to be able to 
create the reaction of “fusion”— 
the reaction which releases the 
galactic flames on the sun and 
other great stars. 

For some time, United States 
scientists have been conducting 
preliminary experiments with 
machines which might produce 
and contain the heat of the 
stars, and thus bring about 
fusion reactions. A few weeks 
ago, the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission showed publicly for 
the first time a series of photog- 
raphs of a number of these 
devices, whimsically named 
“perhaps-atrons.” 

Although these early experi- 
ments did not provide the “sci- 
entific break-through” which 
would ensure a quick solution 
of the formidable problems in- 
volved, neither did they produce 
evidence that a hydrogen-pow- 
er machine was impossible, or 
even impractical. 

At Princeton University, nest- 
ling in the quiet green hills of 
the New Jersey countryside, 
scientists will use the knowl- 
edge gleaned from the perhaps- 
atrons to build a big new experi- 
mental tool, called a “stellera- 
tor” (from the words stellar” 
and “generator”’), to. generate 
the heat of the stars. . 

Announcing plans to build a 
stellarator, Admiral Strauss told 
a group of newspaper reporters: 
“This represents a hostage. to 
fortune by the Atomic - Energy 
Commission. The stellarator is 
an earnest of our hope that one 
day hydrogen power will.work. 
for man, a, 

“No one should think that this 
great source of power is now 


available to. mankind, or is just | 


around the corner. 


' “We stand today in respect to — 


development of hydrogen ener- 
gy for peaceful purposes where 
aviation stood before the Wright 
brothers flew their heavier-than- 
air machine in 1902. Even if we 
had a breakthrough tomorrow 
and were able to: produce star- 
temperatures and confine them, 
and release fantastic amounts of 
power, we would still be where 
Enrico Fermi was in 1942 with 
his first crude atomic reactor. 


15 to 20 years away, and atomic 
power plants now planned will 
be amortized before the first 
hydrogen plant is working. 

“But it is inevitable that man 
will exhaust his present sources 
of power, and we think this will 
be the answer to that. The re- 
wards of harnessing hydrogen 
energy are so great that we must 
press on with our experiments.” 

The stellarator represents 
only*one of a number of ap- 
proaches being made to the 
problem of controlling the 
source of awesome might of the 
hydrogen bomb. The United 
States is making at least two 
other serious eftorts, and both 
Britain and the Soviet Union 
heve also given serious atten- 
tion to the problem, 


In essence, the _ stellarator 
represents an attempt to heat 
gases to millions of degrees 
Fat:enheit, and to keep the fus- 
ed gases from touching the 
sides of the containing vessel 
through the use of magnetic 
fields. The problem of creat- 
ing the heats without turning 
the container into vapor might 
thus be overcome. So far, no 
heat-proof material has been 
found which would not disap- 
pear in a puff of vapor once 
exposed to the heats necessary 
to produce the fusion reaction. 

Subject to congressional ap- 
proval of funds, work on the 
construction of the stellarcztor 
is due to begin in a few weeks, 
and the device, if successful, 
should be ready for serious 
work in 1960, or 1961.

“Tight Money Plus a Tax Cut’ 


WASHINGTON—Any session 
of Congress is a drama in two 
acts, with the Easter recess as 
the intermission. Act One of 
this session, despite the Beck 
hearings and the Eisenhower 
Doctrine debate, has been one 
long yawn. Act Two may 
perhaps be livelier. 


One reason it may be livelier 
is that the Democratic leaders 
have obviously worked out an 
over-all strategy, with an eye to 
the 1958 elections, for dealing 
with the dilemma which con- 
fronts them. The dilemma, of 
course, derives from the fact 
that President Eisenhower, with 
his program oof “modern 
Republicanism,” has _ deftly 
made off with all thé tradition- 
al Democratic issues. The Dem- 
ocratic leadership’s proposed 
escape from the dilemma has 
been summed up in_ the 
words, “tight money plus a tax 
cut.” 


A number of Democrats, like 
Sen. Hubert Humphrey of 
Minnesota, have long believed 
that the Democrats were 
missing a big bet by not making 
“tight money” their central 
issue. Sen. Humphrey pleaded 
in vain with Adlai Stevenson 
last year to grab the issue and 
run with it. Now at long last, 
thanks in part to the astute 
management of Majority Leader 
Lyndon Johnson, the Demo- 
crats may have ane op- 
portunity to exploit the 
issue, with Sen. Humphrey’s 
namesake, Secretary of the 
Treasury George Humphrey, 
‘as the main target. 


Soon after the Easter recs, 
Secretary Humphrey will be 
called as the first witness in a 
Senate Finance Committee in- 
vestigation of the Administra- 
tion’s fiscal policies. Chairman 
of the committte is Virginia’s 
impeccably conservative Sen. 
Harry Byrd. Byrd, whom John- 
son persuaded to take on the 
investigation, is a close friend 
of Secretary Humphrey. Even 
so, fireworks are expected. 


Most of the fireworks are 
likely to be provided by Okla- 
homa’s Sen. Robert Kerr, num- 
ber two-Democrat on the com- 
mittee. Secretary Humphrey 
is a cat most Democrats have 
feared to try to bell, largely be- 
cause he is so able and forceful 
that any politician who tangles 
with him is likely to come off 
second best. But Kerr is a 
combative man who has been a 
sharp critic of the Humphrey 
policy since early in the first 
Eisenhower administration, and 
he is perfectly willing to take 
Humphrey on. 

. > . 

Kerr really knows the com- 
plex subject of fiscal policy, 
moreover, as he demonstrated 
in a recent preliminary bout 
with Undersecretary of the 
Treasury Randolph Burgess. 
Kerr genuinely believes that the 
Administration’s fiscal policies 
benefit the big bankers at the 
expense of small business and 
the rest of the country, and he 
will be no mean antagonist for 
Humphrey to face. 

In some ways, “tight money” 
is an ideal issue for the Demo- 
crats. The Democrats are more 
united on the issue than on 


.most others, since the conserva- 


tive Southerners, with their az- 
rarian background, tend to be 
easy money men. Moreover, 
the issue has traditional Popu- 
list overtones, with its sugges- 
tion of rich bankers grinding 
down the faces of the farmers 
and small businessmen, 


The trouble is that govern- 
ment fiscal policy is so complex 
a matter that very few people 
understand it, and it is difficult 
to dramatize for political pur- 
poses. This is quite aside from 
the merits of the issue—and 
some Democrats, like Sen. Paul 
Douglas, of Illinois, the Senate’s 
only professional economist, are 
not at all sure that it isa good 
idea to adopt an easy money 
policy in the middle of a boom.

Even so, it is about the only 
issue the Democrats have left, 
and Kerr and his allies will do 
their level best to put it across. 
They may be helped by wit- 


nesses who will follow Humph- 
rey, especially if Cyrus Eaton, 
chairman of the Chesapeake & 
Ohio Railway, is called to the 
stand. Eaton is Secretary Hum- 
phrey’s bitterest critic in the 
business community, and his 
testimony might well make 
quite a sensation. 

If all goes as planned, the 
“tight money” investigation will 
be the preview to a Democratic- 
sponsored tax cut. The tax cut 
is likely to take the form of a 
$100 increase in personal ex- 
emptions. It is designed to an- 
ticipate an expected Adminis- 
tration-sponsored, election-year 
cut in 1955, and at the same 
time to give the Democrats the 
desired coloration as “the 
friends of the little fellow.” 

It remains to be seen whether 
the “tight money plus a tax cut” 
formula will work. But at the 
moment, though it may be bad 
economics, the formula looks 
like shrewd politics.
